The high cost of paper has not prevented the enemies of our Church and country 
from using many tons of it to carry on the most contemptible form of political cam- 
paigning imaginable—that of attempting to defeat a man for office by slandering the 
religion which he professes. 

During the past week a veritable flood of literature of such nature has come to 
us. First there was the “begus” K. of C. oath, accepted by many as genuine, despite 
the absurdities with which it abounds. 

From the office of King (Toledo, Ohio,), who himself is responsible for a murder in 
Northern Michigan only a few months ago, went out the lie that Catholics were guilty 
of the murder of our three martyred presidents. The leaflet contains many other 
charges without the slightest attempt at proof, all aimed at defeating’ one of the can- 
didates for the Presidency. 

Probably the most widely circulated document is that which is credited to the 
National Catholic Register, and whose author aims at giving reasons why Catholics 
should uphold President Wilson: Of course, the average non-Catholi¢, into whose hands 
this leaflet falls, is not expected to know that there is no such paper as the National 
Catholic Register and that there never was. -
